Landverraad is a 4-piece fast hardcore/ stop'n'go powerviolence bând from 
Amsterdam. They are known for their fun live shows that usually involve 
dressing up and all around good times. They are also known for being very vocal 
about vvhat they believe and not shying away from radical politics like feminism, 
anarchism and animal Iiberation. A pretty good mix of all that's nice in hardcore 
today! Since we also happend to think that those are some of the things worth 
keeping from the hardcore scene and because they will also play Cluj on their 
next tour. we decided to ask them a few questions. Here it goes...

Dave was at 
the moment playing in Sloth and 
Tyrannicide but is most famous for 
having played bass in the Sandcreek 
Massacre neocrust mayhem. 

Landverraad means ‘treason’. We 
thought treason is a good thing to do 
since we don't care about borders and 
nations and all the suffering that 
comes from these things. Our 7" is 
called ‘No Iove for a nation', so that 
fits to the name as well.*

The Hipster Tev/olati'on 


What started this autumn in Romania has taken evervone by surprise but. at the 
same time, everyone was expecting it. It was in the air ever since the 2012 
protests. If a year ago a few thousand people took to the streets for as many 
reasons. finding a slight convergence in the demand for the president to resign, 
now our numbers have more than doubled and our demands have a certain logic 
and consistency. We want the mining project at Roşia Montana to stop. we want 
the protection of Roşia Montana from future exploitation, we want the banning 
of all cyanide mining. we want the govemment to resign and we want a press that 
isn’t writing what the corporations are dictating. We want our future and we'll 
take it. 

On the streets, the atmosphere is one of hope. The chants have quickly tumed 
from “Save Roşia Montana" to “United, we're saving Roşia Montana". After a 
quarter of decade spent sleeping. people are starting to recognize their collective 
power again. If in recent years. protests were defined by collective frustration and 
a sense of screaming at deaf ears. now the screams have turned inward and have 
become declarations of power. “We are the change!" The rejection of mainstream 
political channels is a clear indicator that. much like the generations before it, this 
generation feels abandoned by the political class vet, unlike the generations 
before, it has found power outside the political court. fm not exaggerating when 
I say that this might be the first time real democracy is practiced on a large scale 
in Romania. For 24 years the word “democracy" was used to justify their power, 
but now the wheels have tumed. A generation that grew up in the individualistic 
capitalist dream is now re-discovering the joys and powers of the community. A 
generation that was thought that even socialization had a price and was confined 
to bars, clubs and all sorts of social enclosures, are now reclaiming the basic right 
to free, unhindered socialization. Squares. roads and sidewalks are no longer 
mere infrastructure, they are now our commons.

Are we here to play revolution or to create a better world? Do we \vant freedom 
or a police state? What can we accomplish bv following their laws except some 
meager reactionary goals? Questioning the framework while still using it doesn’t 
make much sense. you are literally cutting the branch from under your own feet. 
Let’s face it, there is no way to regulate the police. For what it’s worth they are 
doing a fabulous job keeping everyone afraid of them and the state. So why 
would we want to legitimize such an institution? Do we really believe that there 
are certain circumstances where it is somehow acceptable to use their power? 
Personally I don't see any. Even in the case of murder I wouldn't want the police 
to intervene no matter how much I would want to see the murderer pay. Yes, I 
would like for the community to intervene but not in the fomi of this forever 
threatening presence that can hurt you physically or mentally for every error of 
judgment, no matter howsmall. 

It's pretty basic that anarchists do not want the police to exist. After all, how 
could you create a free world with the ever-present threat of instituţionalized 
violence? This of course doesn't mean violence goes away with the police, far 
from it. Keep in mind that we were bom in a patriarchal society and that our 
whole youth most of us were trained to live in hierarchies and domination. So the 
threat of violence will in a way still be present for a long time. No one said it was 
going to be easy, it will probably be the hardest thing we ever done. But I can 
certainly teii you that it will never be possible if you don't leave behind at least 
some of the shackles of the old world and start living the future now^. 





I don’t really know how io start this 
article... It's about issues that I have been 
emotionally struggling with in the past few 
months, year maybe. It’s about 
individualism and egoism within the 
anarchist community. I am only talking 
about vvhat I see around me. 

Anarchy is about community and 
soli dări ty, not about me. not about you, it's 
about us working together for a better 
world. It's not about me feeling better about 
myself while wearing a circled A shirt, or 
tattoo. It's not about me claiming to be an 
anarchist and being happy with that. If we 
want this better world. we still have to fight 
for it. Unfortunately the times we live in are 
horrible and not heading to a better 
direction. Companies are raping the earth, 
animals are being killed and exploited for 
humans , other humans are being 
exploited ..al I for profit. 

I like to think of myself as a 
vegan-anarchist, both being equally 
important to me. as i don't see an end to 
animal exploitation without the fall of 
capitalism; as i don't see gold mining 
companies stop until this system falls; as i 
don't see the people living in the slums 
having equal chances as us, the privileged, 
until capitalism is being destroyed; i can t 
see freedom within these borders as i don't 
see how all of these can be stopped without 
being involved. 

Being vegan for me is not about health, 
it's about animals. And it takes a little 
sacrifice on my part to give up the pleasures 
of eating ice cream every time i want it or 
having melted cheese on my pizza. But l'd 
rather stan e than be part of this ever again. 



While veganism might challenge 
the self-loving, so does anarchy. It is 
easy to say you are an anarchist and 
keep living your life as you did 
before, many people do. But it is not 
about this, when people teii me that 
anarchy is about freedom, i totally 
agree, but this doesn't mean that you 
are free to be an asshole. So please 
note this! Anarchy is about we, not 
me, not you. It's about us working 
together to exist in a vvorld without 
exploitation in the vvorld of profit, 
without fascist that try to seize power. 
without hierarchies, without borders. 

In anarchy you II always be as 
important as the stranger walking 
down the Street and your opinion is 
equally important as mine. And the 
decisions will be ours, not mine, not 
yours, not his. not hers. 

As we have all grown up in the 
same environment it's understandable 
the need to protect ourselves and 
close our minds trying our best to feel 
good in this horrible horrible world 
we live in We can trv to eat what we 
crave, drink what we deşire. snitT 
what makes us feel good, smoke our 
brains numb, fuck our pain away with 
a person you feel nothing for. but we 
will wake up to the same reality as 
yesterday and unless we want to spin 
around in ci reies our entire lives. w e 
have to wake up and realize that there 
is an answer to our problems: and 
that, my friend is called real life 
anarchism. 






The notion of speciesism was first introduced in 1973 by the Britisli 
psychologist Richard Ryder, using il to define the discrimination directed 
tovvards non-human animals. In time. the word took different interpretations, 
some more radical than others. but it became a constant for animal rights 
activists for defining the relationship of exploitation between humans and 
animals. The definition 1 vvould like to rest on is the following: "Speciesism is 
an ideology (a set of beliefs) that makes discrimination against the members 
of other species seem normal and natural " It is the driving force behind the 
exploitation of animals and it is the most difficult obstacle to surpass when it 
comes to changing the way most humans see animals. 

One of the common questions regarding speciesism is “how can you say 
that humans and animals are equal 9 " It is indeed a justified question At first 
glance it might seem absurd to speak of equalitv between a species that has 
conquered the world. has developed complex Systems of symbols and that in 
a way has managed to separate itself from the natural world. and all the other 
species. for whom ethical questions aren't exactly a priority. It is indeed an 
absurdity to say that we are the same. but equalitv doesn't necessary mean 
that. The term “equality" is very misleading. It's misleading because it is 
impossible to equate two individuals from the same species. let alone from 
different species. But “equalitv" can have another meaning. more subtle. when 
we usc it in sentences like “men and women should be equal" or “all people 
should be equal regarding race. sex or creed". What the word represents here 
is not an extreme uniformity where all individuals should become clones. but 
the fact that the needs ofevery individual are important and that everyone has 
the responsibility to consider those needs, not because otherwisc they are 






threatened with violence or repercussions, but because we are ethical and 
emphatic beings. This is the definitions behind the equality between humans 
and other animals. the idea that we should consider the needs of other species 
and to not exploit them and cause them suffering just because there are not 
humans. 

Consuming animals as a natural behavior 

There are many misunderstandings regarding the consumption of 
animals. Many people promoting veganism argue that some physiological 
traits like our long intestine and our teeth that are adapted for chevving are 
signs that we are a herbivorous species. While these adaptations may in fact be 
common in herbivores, to assume to assume that humans are herbivores is a 
big mistake. We are omnivores, adapted to consuming plants and animals 
alike. It's hard to pin point the exact moment when our ancestors started eating 
meat, but it is generally accepted that this change happened about 2 miIIion 
years ago. For some reason they left the forest and settled in the savanna where 
they came in direct competition with the naturally adapted camivores, so they 
had to take advantage of the high intake of protein from dead corpses, 
becoming in effect scavengers. 

2 miliion years later our position is fairly different. We still are an 
omnivorous species, but the need for animal protein is no longer there. 







There is enough evidence pointing io 
the fact that our adaptation to flesh is 
still not complete, with diseases like 
colon cancer being attributed to meat 
eating. 1 won't get into scientific 
details now, there are enough studies 
about this so i won't bore you with 
them here. What I'm trying to point out 
is that we are living in a world where 
there is no physical need for animal 
flesh to survive. Sure. there are 
exceptions, but we are talking about 
the needs of the part of the population 
that does the most damage to humans. 
animals and the earth, and that is the 
western world. We aren't in direct 
competition with the other animals 
anymore and the fact that so many of 
us can survive and are thriving on a 
vegan diet is a pretty clear indicator 
that the need for meat or animal 
products is not a physical one. but a 
social construct. You don't have to go 
very far to see how meat and 
machismo go together. 

How can you respond to someone 
that claims the eating other animals is 
natural when the defmition for 
“natural" is most of the time biased 
and convenient? By convenient I mean 
that natural is most of the time 
equivalent to tradiţional. Many 
socially constructed human need have 
been perceived as natural because they 
were common practice for a long 
period of time. Just look at the 
institution of slavery. The problem 
here is not if we are adapted for 
something or if it is the right order of 


things, but if we truly need this in the 
context in which a certain practice 
causes so much suflering. 

We are after all a species that can 
make such decisions. To go one step 
further, one can say that making such 
decisions is a very “natural" thing to 
do for humans. 

Why capitalism is inherently 
speciesist 

While animal exploitation may 
have been common practice along 
modern man's history, we currently 
live in an age where the need for 
animal protein has never been lower 
yet the exploitation of animals has 
never been so ruthless and cruel like in 
the present. The fact that our species 
has reached 7 billion individuals is a 
factor but the real reason for the way 
we treat animals now lies in the way 
that both animals and labor are being 
objectified by capitalism. The paradox 
is now that we are in a way all equal. 
We are all commodities on the market, 
serving the need for profit, no matter 
what the price. For us the price is our 
time and energv, for them it is their 
lives. 

This is a major impediment when 
considering the fetish created around 
animal use. Just as we no longer know 
where the products we use every day 
come from. we have no idea about the 
way animals are raised and slaughtered 
in farms and butcheries. The few 
images that make it out of such places 




are usually undercover footage shot by activists that risk their safety and freedom 
by getting into the factories. It's no surprise that the industr> r vvants to keep 
hidden certain practices. seeing how animals are being treated. 

The need for constant growth means that capitalism is a speciesist ideology 
by default. Just as it does with underprivileged humans. it ruthlessly exploits 
defenseless animals just because their death brings profit. How can you then 
speak of animal rights or animal liberation in an environment that thrives on 
exploitation 9 You can't. This is why animal liberation will never be possible 
through the consumerist means so wholeheartedly embraced by some animal 
rights advocates. Ethical consumerism. while it may start from good intentions, 
does not raise the issue of how capitalism exploits the whole world, not just the 
animals. It's absurd to believe that by raising the demand for vegan products 
something meaningful will ever change. except for maybe opening some new 
niche markets. Even if all humans will one day become vegans there still remains 
the question of the impact of industrial agriculture. 

Towards an intersectional veganism 

Veganism, as a statement, is very valuable. It is a way of showing that life 
without consuming animals is possible. but just veganism alone is not enough. To 
ignore all the other problems literally means contributing to a world that makes 
animal liberation impossible. To fight for animal rights while ignoring the human 
condition means enforcing oppression on both sides. We must create alternatives 
while taking into consideration everyones needs and interests and only then can 
we really talk about human and animal liberation 

We must also not forget about the ecological side of veganism and 
anti-speciesism. The constant raping of the Earth by the industry affects us all, 
humans, animals and the future inhabitants of the planet. If veganism is not 
sustainable that it has no value on the long run. This is a very important struggle 
and one of the great questions we must answer to, developing agricultura! 
Systems that can be sustainable. have a minimum impact and feed 10 billion 
people. 

It may seem too much to digest but this is the situation we are facing right 
now. For our struggle to be fertile we must consider all sides of the story. There 
is no place to run from our problems, we only have one home.

It is very common among the Animal Rights/Animal Liberation movement for 
different individuals or even organizations to have different opinions upon the 
Rights vs Liberation conflict. To get a clear picture about both of these meanings, 
we have to take a closer look at each of them. 

The meaning of the word “Righf' is to give someone the right to do or have 
something, in other words we first have to constitute these rights in order to grant 
them. The trap that many animal lovers and animal rights activists/members of 
organizations fall very often is the concept idea of animal rights and democracy. 
Firstly, democracy presupposes the existence of the State, the lavvs and the 
constitutions that make this democracy legitimate. It doesn't matter whether the 
democracy is direct or indirect, it is always a democracy. Our struggle cannot be 
confined in the walls of democracy. cause our struggle is anarchist and its target is 
to destroy the state and abolish all authority. So the idea of rights. presupposes 
orice again the continuation of the same or a different system that we currently live 
in. Animal/Human rights need laws and constitutions, and people in charge of 
those rights. Automatically, we have come to the point where the idea of animal 
rights is just to give to animals some more freedom. and the sense of freedom that 
we want to grant them is never against the root cause of their exploitation, which 
is their oppression by humans, their civilization, their nations, States, laws, 
machines. factories, shops, super markets. and even “innocent” households, and 
above all, the rights that these animal rights people want to grant them are, beyond 
any doubt. anthropocentric. like the system they support.Also. people fighting for 
animal rights, are very often too single issued. After tuming vegetarian or vegan. 
they see it as an end. as a struggle itself, and after boycotting the meat and dairy 
industry they start being fanatica! with the whole vegan industry, which, don't get 
me wrong it has some delicious food, but above all it is an industry exploiting the 
Earth and humans as workers. 





So. these alternative bourgeois animal lovers, 
find their true compassion in loving the animals 
for the sake of it, holding banners and protesting 
peacefully and also mudslinging all those people 
giving their lives and sacrificing their freedom 
fighting for animals through sabotaging the 
vvhole oppressive industry of civilization, by 
arsons. animal liberations. militant protests and 
generally direct actions that are a real threat to 
the capitalist system of oppression. 

On the other hand. the idea of Animal 
Liberation, and Liberation in general, is the idea 
of fighting with all you've got not only to have 
freedom. but more than that. to liberate yourself. 
the animals, the people around you. from the 
disease vve caii state, authority, oppression. 
civilization. Animal liberation cannot be a single 
issue thing. cause it is a struggle directly 
connected with Human and Earth Liberation and 
also the Total Liberation movement. It has 
nothing to do with granting rights, or being a 
liberator yourself where you choose vvhat and 
who is gonna be free in the vvorld you're 
dreaming. but it is a fight for a life out of the 
concept of oppression, of slavery, misery and 
encroachment of our dreams and desires. We 
deny the rights they give us. and we recognize 
only one right in this worid. The Right of living 
your life as a free living being, the way you want 
and not have someone else to determine your 
decisions. Liberation is above all ideologies, 
above all political books. and above this article. 
Liberation is Anarchy and Anarchy is Liberation. 
We can never demand more freedom for the 
non-human animals by their oppressors, the 
same way we can never demand more freedom 
for ourselves from our masters. 



The only Right we recognize is ihe Right to get that 
freedom ourselves, organized in groups of affinity 
and doing what is needed to live our life in the now 
and celebrate our direct relationship with our close 
environment (meaning Human and Non-Human 
Animals, and the Earth). Even if we know deep in 
ourselves that our dreams may never come all true. 
we are sure that our struggle is our life itself. and in 
our own selves lies the need to spread the fire of 
liberation, the thoughts of our individual desires, and 
the direct conflict with our enemies. which are 
patently clear. 

The history of mankind in the civilization it created 
has shown that oppression and occupation of every 
inch of this planet is the cause of all this exploitation 
against all li vi ng beings. When I started to write this 
article I thought I could write something limited to 
animal rights/liberation thing. but as I kept writing I 
found that this is not only pointless but also 
impossible. 1 am not some accomplished writer or a 
political scientist, and that's why I did not put any 
pressure on the way this article was going. At the 
end, every thing is connected in the world we’re 
living. We ourselves, and at the same time 
every thing we can and cannot see or understand. are 
the ancient Ouroboros, the unity of this Earth. the 
harmony that the chaos can uniquely create, and the 
only way we can live our lives to the fullest is to 
abolish all authority, to destroy through fire and 
stone their creations that oppress our lives, and 
celebrate our wholeness with the Earth and its 
beings. We must never settle to less than the Total 
Liberation of Earth. Animals and Humans. cause we 
must never compromise our lives and our freedom. 

We are born to live free. and as we are bom enslaved 
in this System of death, our life is dedicated to 
freedom and to the destruction of this System. ForAnarchy,

Sometime during the Roşia Montana demos, a little kid was supposedly 
killed by a “stray" dog in Bucharest. This caused a nation-wide mass media 
campaign designed to create mass hysteria among the people. This led to 
countless dog murders around the country 

First off, to set a clearer background: 

In the last two weeks, the romanian govemment passed a special law that 
vvould have helped the romanian-canadian gold diggin' Corporation (RMGC) 
to legally kick off their lands the resisting people of Roşia Montana. 

This sparked massive protests all over the country: 20000 people in the 
streets of Bucharest and 10000 in Cluj-Napoca. plus other thousands in cities 
all over the country. The beginning of the protests had little to no mass media 
coverage. Slowly it got to be in the news, due to pressure from the streets. It's 
vvell kno\vn that most mass media businesses are sponsored by RMGC. 

Meanwhile. a little kid was bitten to death by a “stray" dog in bucharest. First 
off, that kid was with his brother and their grandma in a park. The kids were 
unsupervised for almost an hour and the little brother was found dead. The kids 
found a hole in the fence and ended up on a private property of some factory 
near the park. where they say one of the kids got attacked by a formerly stray 
dog, now living on that land. 

No one can confirm this scenario. Even more. rumors say it could have been 
a pedophile, who raped and killed the kid and then threw him to the dogs. 
Either way, nothing is certain and no one has said anything about the grandma 
vvho let these young kids (age 4&6) unsupervised on the mean streets of 
Bucharest. 

The whole romanian mass media took advantage of the sensational scenario 
and created a mass hysteria. They took away the cameras from the thousands 
of people protesting. screaming for a healthy environment and focused on 
guiding the brainwashed tv-watchers to become puppy killers. 















Novv. thc wonderful politicians of 
romania managed to pass a law which 
can lead to the death of thousands of 
dogs. The previous law for the control 
of stray dogs. was specifically saying 
that euthanasia is not an option (unless 
the dog is terminally ill and/or 
dangerous) and the dogs captured by 
animal control, if not adopted. were to 
be returned on the streets after being in 
a shelter for 14 days. 

The new law says that these dogs are 
NOT to be retumed on the streets and 
leaves a lot of room for interpretation. 
Basically it's up to the city's 
administration and shelters to decide 
what to do with the dogs: either kill 
them. or figure out for themselves. For 
example, in cities like Zalau. last year. 
more than 90% of the captured dogs 
were murdered due to being 
“aggressive, dangerous or i\Y\ 

AII this, while there are huge 
amounts of european money sent to 
romania so that the stray dogs problem 
can be solved. Money is being washed 
by criminals who get huge profits 
saying they are trying to solve this. 
Donated food is being stolen and sold 
on the black market; they get 200 euros 
for each euthanasia...200 euros per 
dog! 200 euros?? VVe all know that 
with this money, these dogs could have 
been sterilized. vaccinated and could 
have been taken care of by people who 
actually care... 



Further more. the mass media blames 
“animal lover NGOs" for being to 
blame on this issues. Yes, many NGOs 
like this exist just to make money. but 
the most visible ones are not like this. 
More than that. the real animal welfare 
organizations are constantly trying to 
unmask these businesses. but no one 
cares or hears about this. 

The mass media managed to give the 
term of animal lover a peiorative sense 
and portrays the animal lover as a 
crazy single middle aged woman - 
“who knows that a dog will Iove her 
forever. not like a man who will walk 
away from her”. 

Another problematic aspect of this 
hysteria is that iconic people from tv 
came forward and said that a child’s 
life is more important than any other 
thing in this world. therefore the dogs 
must die. VVe all know how the 
personality myth is working . and it's 
working. 




In the past week, dogs have been murdered by people who are taking action 
into their own hands: mass poisonings. beatings, decapitated dogs, dogs set on 
fire... and it doesn't look like this is going to stop anytime soon. 

I, personally, feel lost and confused. I am looking for ideas on how to save 
these dogs, being so far avvay from the problem only makes things worse. I 
can't see how we can protect these earthlings who can't fight the angry mob of 
brainwashed soulless man who are killing them on a daily basis. So if anyone 
is reading this and has an idea, time and power to help these dogs, please, it's 
time to take action into our own hands! We cannot count on politicians that 
they will give up this law, we cannot count on NGOs being able to save aii the 
dogs... 

...recently, a person that was trying to collect dogs from the streets to get 
them into a safe spot was stopped by the police and was given a fine, because 
“only the competent organizations are allowed to collect dogs from the 
streets.”

On the 3 Ist of august, took place one of the biggest autonomous actions in 
recent years, with the goal of occupying 4 houses in Prague. The plan vvas to 
gather a criticai mass of people at an independent park gathering (a series of 
hip-hop, punk and folk concerts followed by a free meal). At the end of the event 
they handed out flyers with the location of each house and the actions that were 
to take place: in some place food was served. in others the walls were painted. in 
others parties were organized and so on. This way, the group that was occupying 
the house could effectively share the space and experience (the only resources it 
had) with the public, creating and open common space. 

The day of the action was not chosen randomly. On the same day a football 
match and a marathon were taking place in town. events that gathered thousands 
of participants. FoIIowing the occupation. two of the houses. the ones that drew 
the most people, entered negotiations with the owners and the police, w hich gave 
an ultimatum for the houses to cleared by the next moming and all actions to stop 
(they might have had a lot on their mind in that night. but apparently not enough). 
The next moming, all participants gathered at the most promising location for 
resisting, a place where there was also a party in the night between 31 st and Ist. 











The police intervened in force. with 15-20 cars and vans, to evacuate about 25 
people in the house. Outside a crowd of 200 gathered. a crovvd made of regular 
squatters, people that vvanted to stop industrial development in the urban 
environment and the preservation of historic buildings. but also reporters and 
camera crews, the event drawing considerable media attention. The police act ion 
was non-violent (seeing how the piggies had hundreds of cameras pointed at 
them), but everybody inside the building was arrested. The manifestation was 
then moved in front of the police station and it stayed there until the last detainee 
was released. None of the squatters were charged. 

AII in all. 1 don’t know if you can consider this a success or a defeat. Maybe 
little of each. The expectations weren't that high to begin with. but the positive 
outcome was that at least for a night, a new generation of youth (like artists and 
artisans that needed a workshop) felt that they could access a resource that is so 
natural (like a roof over your head) to create and to have a good time, without 
having to pass through a tone of formalities when in fact they are faced with a 
simple problem: "we need a space and nobody uses this One” . Even more, it 
wasn't necessary for one person or group to assume the burden of “keeping 
order" at the action. as the responsibility was divided between the participants. 

In the end. most probably, the locals and their friends will try again and again, 
until they'II succeed. as with the Milada squat (that was later evicted) and 
Cibulkai (that is still occupied). 
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Comfrey (Symphytum officinalc) is a 
very common perennial plant native to 
Eurasia which can be used to make a good 
fertilizer. It has a very deep root System that’s 
able to extract nutrients from deep in the soil 
profile and concentrate them in its leaves. It’s 
been found that the major plant nutrient 
content ratio in it's leaves is close to that of 
cow manure but with 2-3 times more 
potassium. 

So ifyou live in the city and don't have a 
cow but want to grow some nice tomatoes, 
peppers or whatever on your balcony or 
windowsill you can use this stuff. It grows 
almost everywhere - I even found one 
growing straight out of concrete. 

You can teii it apart from similar looking 
plants by it's rough feel. For use as a fertilizer 
1 gather a bag of leaves and either use them as 
mulch or make a comfrey tea. 1 put a 3-4cm 
layer of leaves around the plant and keep them 
moist by spraying water so they break down 
faster. They turn into a black mass in about a 
couple of weeks. After that 1 put another layer 
and so on. To make the tea 1 use 2 liter PET 
bottles where 1 stuff the leaves in using a stick. 
You can cut them in small pieces with a 
scissor but I found that that's unnecessary. 
After this fiii it with water and leave it with out 
the cap on in an out of the way place and 
shake it to aerate it every once in a while. 

After about three weeks or so if it's 
brownish green and smells like satan's anus - 
it's readv. To feed the plants dilute it between 
1 part tea to 5 parts water to 1-10. After it 
soaks into the soil it doesn't stink - 1 use this 
stuff in my room. For outdoors you can filter 
it and spray it on the leaves. For chilly peppers 
I use it once a week at 1-10 dillution. 







ingredients: 
for 8-10 servings 

- 2 b/ocks lojii (600 g) 

- 2-3 green omons or I medium red 
onion 

- 2-3 spoons oul Jlakes 

- 50 graw sunJJower seeds wa/nuts 

- 3-4 slices bivad (prefemb/y whole 
wheat) 

- 2-3 spoons nutriţional yeast 
-1-2 spoons tomato paste 

- 20-30 ml vegetab/e oii 

- opţional: 2-3 spoons tahini 
-fresh dill and parsley 

- I spoon of seasoning mix: sweet 
paprika, spicy / xiprika . pepper. 
oregano. tarragon, etc 



Mici is a dish you can often find 
on the streets of romania, either 
made in the Street or from food 
carts or small fast foods. It is 
omnipresent at every social event 
organised by the local authorities 
and made out of questionable 
meat I think one of the best way 
you can offend a romanian bigot is 
by making this food vegan 

How to: 

Chop the seeds/walnuts, bread 
and oats into a blender. Dice the 
onion, dill and parsley. Crumble 
the tofu by hand and add all the 
ingredients into a large bowl. 
Mix/knit it well by hand and by 
the end you will have a 
homogenous mix that sticks 
together pretty well and shoehow 
wet and greasy. You can add either 
bread/oats/seeds or oil/tahini until 
you feel that the composition 
seems ideal to you. These 
proportions are indicative and you 
can taste the composition anytime 
and adjust it as you go. 

You form little mici or patties 
and you cook them. Either on a 
griII, pan or in the oven. on any 
oiled surface. medium heat, 
flipping it until it's cooked and 
brown on both sides.
